Westward the March of Empire. 


The English correspondents who are 
with Lerd Lorne in the North West have 
done good service as emigration agents. 
In a recent issue the London Standard, 
basing its remarks on information farnish- 
ed by its correspondent, says:—Manitoba, 
indeed, is at this moment the goal of an 
exodus from Ontario and Quebeo that re- 
vives the memory of the immigration to 
Illinois and Towa, which thirty years ago 
half depopulated the rural districts of the 
older statee. In Upper Canada at present, 
as in New England then, the ory is '*tendi- 
mus ad latinm,” the modern rendering of 
which, according to Sir George Cartier, 
ought tobe “Weare all aboaid for the 
West,'' Indved when a correspondent in 
the most remote part of Manitoba com- 
plains that for five days he hus received 
no telegrams or letters le uuconsciously 
bears witness to the rapid strides that civi- 
lization has taken. ‘l'en years ago people 
in that part of the world never ‘wrote 
nor read letters, andhad no need of tho 
telegraph,even if it had spann pd their terri- 
tory. They scratched the soil to rear a few 
vegetables, and hunted buffalo to make 
pemican for,the fur trappersotthe Hudson's 
Bay Company. The Indian is, however, 
only the provincial occupant of the North- 
West. Like his good friend, the buffalo, he 
will soon disappear to make room for those 
who will use his heritage to better purposes 
than grazing bison and moose, The locusts 
and the blizzards, or.evon the thermometer 
at forty degrees below zero, are not likely 
to deter men who on the other side of the 
ledger see promises of rich quarter sections 
for the ploughing. 

The Ol Country farmer will not easily 
accommodate his old habits to this new 
life. The loneliness of the prairie is even 
more depressing than the silence of the for 
est, the want of society away from the 


towns ani the general ruggedness cf these 
settlements in the firat years of struggle 
with nature, will repel all save a few hardy 
pioneers, but in Ontario and the older 
Provinces the improved farms which the 
Canadians are selling in order to move 
west will afford homes for many who pre- 
fer to pay reasonably for a surrounding of 
that onlture to which they have been ac- 
cnstomed.

DAILY ONTARIO. 
A NIGHT AT SEA IN AN OPEN BOAT 


It was 6 o'clock when I turned the boat's 
head. Inever questioned I could row 
back in twenty minutes,and reckoned that 
the oxtra half-hour would be well worth 
the money. I rowed at first with a good 
deal of onergy, and my wife was delighted 
at the manner in which I made the toam 
fly with my oars.

1 was heartily 
frightened, and pulled in the oars to stand 
up and look around me. My wife began 
to ory and the baby roared as babies can 
when they are particularly wanted to 
keep quiet. There were some ships, as I 
have said, a long distance off; and there 
was a smack that bad passed us two or 
three miles distant, but there was no- 
thing near us. I put my hands to my 
mouth and shouted towards the land as 
hayd as ever I could, flattering myself that 
there was a faint chance of the smooth 
water conveying the sound. I then stood 
waving and flourishing my hat for at least 
five minutes. ‘Oh, Willian, whut will 
become of us!" cried my wife, sobbing 
piteously. Iwas much too upset to an- 
awer her. I had hoped that we should be 
noticed by some of! the people who keep 
a look out on the pier; but as the time 
went by, and the sun sank lower, and I 
could see no signs of anythiug coming to 
our rescue, my spirits fell, aad T sat down 
and stared blankly at my wife. I put out 
the oars again ‘but was so weried that I 
soon gave up rowing ; besides 1 felt that 
we wore being carried away, and that the 
oars scarcely hindered our progross to- 
wards the ocean. When the night fairly 
camo the wind got up, not very much, but 
enough to disturb the water, and the 
wherry began to slop about horribly. What 
was worse, it blew off the land and 
helped to carry us further away. How I 
cursed my folly for not laving brought 
aman with me!

T pulled ont my watoh, but I held it close 
to my nose I could not see what time it 
was. I kept on looking around in the 
hopes of observing a passing vessel, but, 
though no doubt some must haye passed, 
I did not see them.

There was no coast to be seon—no 
thing visible upon tlie sea but that smack.

GIRLS 2" 


This is an important question. Mrs. 
Livermore asked it some time ago, but we 
have not heard that she or anybody else 
lias satisfactorily answored it. It has spe- 
cial reference to the class of girls who have 
to earn their own living, or assist in earn. 
ing it. They sre generally willing to work, 
but they are particular as the kind of work 

“they do, Domestic labor is not ata prem- 
inm among them. They profer the shop 
or dress-making business to the kitchen or 
laundry. This may be witha regard to 
gentility, but sensible girls should not re- 
gard itin that light. The wages paid 
shop girls, dress-makers, milliners, &c., are 
not as remunerative aa those received by 
domestic servants. board and other expen- 
ses considered. But these considerations 
do not weigh very heavily with the girls. 
They cannot be convinced that it would 
be to their interest to.go out to service .in 
respectable families. ‘The position js re- 
garded as menial or degradiby by many, 
aod when #0 regarded it is avoided be 
canse, as alleged, it deprives the girls of 
much liberty and amusement. Herein 
lies the difficulty, we believe. Some 
gentlemen discussing the servant girl 
question recently in our presence aug geat- 
ed that one and the principal reason why 
such help is so scarce was owing to the 
monotonous drudgery that most mistresses 
impose npon their servants. Little or no 
considerations, they averied, were given to 
the leisure of the girle. From daylight 
till dark, and often later, it is work, work, 
work, it being an easy matter to find

A jary was summoned and an inquest held, 
Several witnesses wero examined, and evidence 
taken from whioh the jury brought in a yordiot 
that the deceased came to hig death at the 
hands of, hia wife from wounds inflicted by an 
axe or hatchet; that 10 weapons were \found, 
and that one or more of the wounds would 
haye been fatal. Mrs, Garrett was arrested 
and taken to Coral, From the evidence taken 
it appeared that the deceased had lived very 
unhappily with his wife for the past fifteen 
years, that she has several times threatened 
his life. The supposition ig that Mrs. Garrott 
struck the deceased with the axe one or more 
blows while in bed, and then either dragged 
him or he fell from the bed, and she finished 
her hellish purpose while hia head Jay on the 
floor, as there were no signs of a struggle and 
but yery little blood on the bed.

The whole 
speech is at their disposal, and we clial- 
lenge them to say that its arguments and 
estimates jastify any such constrnction as 
they pretend must be placed upon it. 
Those who listened to Mr. Blake on that 
oceasion were capable of detecting un 
patriotic and unfair statements, but we 
heard nothing of the kind from members 
of Parliament or Ministerial journals until 
Yankeo land agents published garbled ox 
tracts to suit their purposes.

Wo have boon requested to publish the 
following from the Canada Lancet -— 

* Another matter ocours to ns, which wo 
| think requires to be ventilated, We rofer 
}to the large amount of grataitous work 
| done by medical practitioners, ospecially 
in towns and cities. Every person, rich or 
poor, seems to think he bas some claim 
npon the services of n medical man, and 
| what a cry of inhumanity is raised against 
| « physician if he refuses his services to the 
poor without a foe. Yet the baker is not 
blamed for refosing bread on tho same 
conditions, or the butcher for rofusing 
meat, The London Lancet in a recent 
number gives the following in reference to 
this subject 
doctrine abroad that doctors 
body's service in an emergency, and that 
they are bound to rise from their beds and 
go to a distant alley to save a fife or ease a 
pain, without the least prospect of pay. 
But is such merey to be shown only b 
doctors? Why does not the public sbare 
with doctors the cost and the credit ot such 
service? It is society's duty, not that of 
any single profession, to seo that no human 
creature, however poor, dies without medi- 
eal aid. A country like this should make 
provision forthe emergencies of its poor, 
and not throw the whole onus on the much 
enduring and little paid members of our 
profession.’ Medical men are not only 
supposed to attend all the sick poor gra 
tnitonsly, but they are also expected to 
give of thei scanty earnings to charitable 
purposes. This is certainly usking too 
muob, and we wonder that the over-bur 
dened profession does not ery out against 
sneh injustice, Medical practitioners are 
also taxed by the municipal authorities to 
the full extent of their income from prac- 
tice, and in some cases for more than they 
actnally receive, and yet they are expected 
to treat the poor gratuitously, Of course 
this will continue as long as the protession 
is willing to submit to it; but we maintain 
that it is manifestly unjust and unfair, and 
the sooner it is rectified the better. We 
submit that the municipal authorities 
shonld either remit the taxes on the doc- 
tors’ incomes from their practice, or pay 
for the medical treatment of their poor. 
The fact that the injustice of taking the 
medical’s man's services for nothing and 
taxing his scanty earnivys bas been the 
enstom fer years 18 no reason for its longer 
continuance.”

A housewise of Toronto to the 


“Globe” as follows : — 

It is generally considered that women do 
not understand politics, whl moro especially 
the fors and againsts of free trade and protec- 
tion. But as things are at present the practi- 
eal understanding of such matters is being 
forced on them, They are made to learn by 
experience. It falls to the lot of many of us to 
keep house for our husbands aod families on 4 
limited gupply of dollars. We find now that 
it is exceedingly difficult to wake ends meet,as 
the salaries do not increase in proportion to 
the demands made on them, For example 
butcher meat has risen from 1l€c and 1240 a

Vegetables are ex- 
ceedingly dear, and most of the fruits havo 
remained ut prices beyond our reach ; while 
coal, a perfect necessity for warmth through 
the hard winter, has advanced nearly a third 
higher than formerly, Theso are facts, how- 
ever, and felt by all housekeepers, We don’t, 
perhaps, know much, but we arrive at onee at 
the conclusion that before the N. P. existed 
our money went more than » third farther. 
Consequently we lay the blame on it for de- 
priving the poorer middle classes and the 
workiogmen of many things they used to be 
able to getand enjoy, and gives them worse 
food for more money. It must be partly owing 
to inflation, as the value oi the food material 
most be the same. If one class is benefitted, 
the more needy and hard working class is de 
prived. The Government of a country does 
Wrong when it enncts or tolerates laws and 
conduct which lead to grumbling and discon- 
tent and nets class against class, till, brooding 
over the many wrongs und opprossions endur- 
ed, all sorts of troubles and rebellions spring 
up, which take years to put right again.

TNE COUNTY JAIL. 


The Inmates for the year Intely ended. 
| 


Tho sauvnal statement of the Jailer | 
shows that during the year lately ended 
there have been 116 malos and 28 females 
incarcerated in the County Jail. Of this 
number 57 mon and 6 women were acquit- 
ted at trial, and 1 (Hinchey, lunatic) was 
‘lischarged without haying any trial. [our- 
teen of those convicted were sent to the 
Central Prison ; I to Penetanguishene ; and 
3 (women) to the Mercer Reformatory. The 
Government maintained 56 men and 2 wo- 
men; and the municipality 59 men and 
26 women. ‘the number of days of cus- 
tody for the former was 1,427 for the men, 
and 61 for the women ; of the latter, 1,158 
for the men, and 1,573 tor tho women.The 
nationality of the prisoners was—Treland | 
44; Canada, 81; Wngland, 5; Scotland, ; 
5; United States, 7; other countries 1. 
The religious beliet—Catholies, 57 ; Pro- 
testants. 86. The daily cost of each pris- 
oner’s rations was 9} cents, and the total 
expenditure dnring the year for jail pur- 
poses was $2,100.66. The largest number 
confined during the year at any one time 
was 22, the lowest 2; 35 were confined for 
being drank and disorderly; 24 for larceny; 
18 tor assault ; and 23 for keeping or 
being inmates of houses of ill-fame. The 
prisoners had various occupations, in fact, 
nearly every kind of a mechanic, except a 
printer, was rogistered on the Jailer's 


books. There are now in the jail—2 pros- 
titutes ; 3 yagrants ; 1 for using insnlting 


langnage ; 1 awaiting sureties ; 1 drnok; 
and 1 for assault. Two are in on remand

amber syrap. Like all syrup, fresh maile 
it has at presenta peculiar groonish color, 
but which they claim will pass off in time. 
They intend putting in their works another 
finishing pau, whereby any impurities that | 
may remain will be thoroughly removed, 
and it is expected granulation may be ac- 
complished. The crushing or grinding | 
mill is one of the latest improved machines 
manufactured by tlio Madison Company of 
Wisconsin State. It is a patent flexible 
mill by which the jnice is thoronghly ex- 
tracted from the smallest as woll as the 
largest of stalk. The capacity is about five 
tons per day, driven by two horse power, 

They are evaporating at present about 
75 gallons of syrup per day. ‘The amount | 
of cane grown in the township this year is 
estimated at abont 200 tons, and itis ex- 
pested fally ten times at loast this quantity 
will be grown next year, as the farroers 
who have interested themselves this year 
in {ts growth are well pleased with the 
investment. ‘The average yield of syrup 
this year is about 180 gallons per acre, al- 
thongh larger individualzcases, where the 
cane lias been thoroughly cultivated, has 
been accomplished. It is confidently ex- 
pected that 160 gallons can be produced. 
The price charved at the establishinent for 
manufacturing is 20 cants por gallon. You 
will see, Mr. ditor, that this of itself will 
yield a handsome return to the growers ; 
besides the seed, a large quantity of which 
ripened, is very valuable tor feed, and it is 
said that the flour produced from it makes 
excellent griddle cakes, equal to those 
made from buckwhieat flour. The quantity 
of seed nsually realized per acre I did not 
learn. Six hands are omployed at the 
mill, and the large number of men em- 
ployed at present gathering and stripping 
the cane, makes quite a boom in this 
locality. 

We wish Messrs. Boulter and Sprague 
success in their undertaking, and as they 
sre determined, pushing, go-ahead gentle- 
men, and will leave nothing undone to 
make tho business snccasstul, we feel con- 
fident they will ultimately make this in- 
dustry a great benefit to the township.

NA YACHT ESPECIALLY To WIN IT— 
AI TOR, OF THE COVETED PRIZE—THE

(New York Tribune.) 
Considerable satisfaction is exprossed in 


papers at the conduct of the mombers of 


the New York Yacht Club in extending the 
time asked for by the Bay of Quinte Yacht 
Club, et Belleville, Ont., in which to sail 
the races with tho new Canadian yacht 
Atalanta for the America Cup. This cu 

has been successfully held against all 
comers since it was gracefully wrested from 
the Royal Yacht Squadron, in August, 
1852, by the schooner yacht America, over 
a strange course, and a difficult one, owing 
to the peculiar currents and eddies avound 
the Isle of Wight. When the challenge 
was first given it was agreed that the 
match should be sailed in September. But 
the Canadian yacht could not be made 
ready and an extension of time was asked 
and granted. Owners ot some of the 
yachts of the New York Yacht Club have 
consented to keep their yachts in commis- 
sion throughout this month, so as to give 
the Canadian every advantage. As tho 
American yachts are Joftily sparred and 
heavily canvassed, they may not be able 
to compete so successfully in the stronger 
weather now approaching; hence the 
Canadian will have a better chance, 

The America Cup has its origin in the 
World's Fair held in England in 1851. A 
letter at that time was shown to Commo- 
dere Stevens, of the New York Yacht Club 
(then in its sixth yoar), in which mention 
was made of the great reputation of the 
Now York pilot-boats, and suggesting that, 
as there would be an unusual collection of 
yachts at Cowes, the New York Yacht Club 
should send out a representative yacht to 
gail an international match. The America 
was at that time under construction. A 
few weeks before she was launched, in 
March, 1851, a letter was received from | 
the Commodore of the lioyal Yacht Squad- 
ron tendering the hospitalities of the Club 
to those members of the New York Club 
who, he had heard, “ are building a yacht 
which it is their intention to bring over to 
England this summer.’’ The fact that the 
cup was to be sailed for was not oyen in 
the minds of the members of the New 
York Club. 

The America wassent out wader enay 
sail to Havre, arrived there in good order, 
und was there putin racing trim. George 
Streets, her constructor, also made some 
alterations in her stem, and when ready 
she loft Havre for Cowes. Commodore | 
Steyens at first offered to sail the America 
against any schooner; thon,growig bolder, 
against any schooner or culter, but no re- 
sponges were received from tho Wnglish 
yachtmen.

shown. No satisfaction being given,it was 
determined to send the America immedi- 
ately back to the United gates. 

Tt was finally arranged after great ur 
gency on the part of English frieuds who 
wore dissatisfied with tho want of spirit 
evinced by their yacht clubs, that the 
America should by permitted to enter the 
Royal Yacht Sqnadrogsrogatta fcom Cowes 
around the Isle of Wight. There were four- 
toon other starters, aud tho race was sailed 
without time allowance. Tbo measure- 
mente of the yachts ontered, varied from 
47 to 892 tons. The America won the cup 
with two milos to spare, the others coming 
in as stragglers. Sho was at ono timo olght 
miles abeud of the second yacht, but lost a 
largo portion of the distance by the wind 
dying out.

Osweco papors annonnce the death of 
Sylvester Doolittle, of that city, one of the 
oldest and most respected residenta. He 
was born at Whitestown, Oneida County, 
1800, and learned the trade of ship-carpen- 
ter at Sodns Point. In 1822, when resid. 
iug in Rochester, he built the first canal 
boat that went through to Albany, and 
carried the first cargo of flour sont by 
anal from Rochester to Albany. In 1826 
he removed to Utica where lie built a large 
bumber of packets and freighters. Tho 
first boat to be towed down the Hudson 
River was the City of Utica, built by him 
in 1827. The railroad having killed packet 
business on the Hndson, Mr. Dolittle re- 
moved to Oswego in 1836, and engaged in 
building vessels. Having met, in New 
York, the celebrated Ericsson, inventor of 
the screw wheel, lie contracted with him 
to put & sorew in one of his propellers thon 
bnilding at Oswego. The voesel was 
launched in November, 1841, and was suc- 
ceasful in her trial trip. This was the 
Vandalia, and was the first screw propel- 
ler on the lakes. Two years later his pro- 
peller line wasiricreased tofive boats, viz. : 
Vandali2,Oswego, Chicago, New’ York, and 
Racine. Mr. Doolittle was also engaged 
in building sailing vessele, and carried on 
a forwarding, olevating and general ship- | 
ping business.

RURNING OF 


INES DURING THK

Sone Fling Themselves From Five-store 
Windows, Others are Burned—The 
Grown Strewn with Dead and Mau- 
gled, 


Pamavetrusa, Oct. 15.+The fire at Landen- 
burger’s mill last night originated in a fnish 


wards through tho building with amazing | 
rapidity. Fifty hands, twelve of whom were } 
girls, wero at work, the majority engaged in | 
the sewing and. weaving dopartments on tho 
upper flobrs. “tLe wooden stairways on either 
end of the building were soon ablaze, and the | 
bridge connecting tho building with another | 
mull was shut off from approach by fireproof 
doors, aud\in the absonce of avy fire eacape a 
panic ensued. Men and women rushed to the 
windows, crying frantically to the crowd bolow 
to save them. It was proposed by the crowd 
to form squares in the etroot aud catch the 
men and girls as they leaped out, but before 
anything could be done one young woman. 
JUMPERD PROM THE PITH STORY. 
It seemed every bone in her body was broken, 
for she never breathed again. After this the 
imprisoned people seamed to become frenzied, 
and though the crowd ontside sought to en- 
courage them by shouting that help would 
specdily be there they began jumping from the 
windows like sheop. One man, apparently 
bereft of reason, flung himself headlong into 
the street ; and while his body was still in the

When the 
jiremén were ablo to enter the building they 
found on the third floor the bodies of two 
females burned ulmost fo a crisp and a man 
badly seorehed and dead; but betore they 
could search further the fourth floor with its 
heavy machinery, came crashing through, and 
they barely escaped with their liyes, ‘The fires 
men were compelled to desist from thoir la- 
bours becunse the floors had yone through to 
the ground, and machinery, charred wood, and 
Whit xemained of the unfortunate operatives 
were mingled ia one unrecognizable mass, 
which waa sending out columns of steam as 
the cold water was poured on it.

There are ars now 45,000 troops in Ire- 
land. These are considered sufficient to 
crush any attempt at insurrection. It is 
stated that insurrections in Ireland always 
have been ushered in by great storms. The 
superstitions are impressed by the fact 
that the island yosterday was swept by a 
hurricane. 

Paris, Oct. 15.—Patrick Egan states the 
Land League intend to continue the agita- 
tion more vigorouely than eyer. The Land 
League has been completely re-organiroa

he is accused. 

The Land League moyement is very 
different from that of O'Connell and is not 
to be stamped out by arresting the leaders.

A field of clover should bo in the rota- 
tion of cropg on every farm. Why? 1, It 
makes the best of hay, ent early and well 
cured, 2, The roots and dead leaves 

loughed under are equal to a good coat- 
ing of manure. 3. It is one of the best of 
cleaning crops, [ven the Janada thistle 
cannot stand before it. Cut at the proper 
time, thistles and al! other weeds are pro- 
yented from going to seed. The second 
growth of cloyer will smother the thistle 
and other weed roots. This plan cleans 
better than fallowing, and keeps a crop in 
the gronnd all the time, No field goes to 
waste. Suppose you have six arable fields 
of ten, twelve, or fifteen acres. Establish 
a six years’ rotation. Manure a field each 
year. Clover a field each year. The farm 
will improye, There will bo an end to 
‘““nnning down.” led clover is a »tong, 
tap-rooted plant. It will findthe elements 
of fertility thatmay bein the soil, bring 
them to the surface, and state them there 
for future grain crops. Clover does most 
good sown alone, Prepare the land in the 
tall. Sow twelve pounds to the acre @t the 
earliest moment in spring. “A fair cntting 
may be had the first season. The second 
will give a better, and when the hay is oft 
a second crop may be taken off for seed. 
Then plough under the oldroots and ‘lead 
leayes. The result will be a good seed bed 
for any grain you wish to sow. 


VALUE OF DRAINAGE. 


As a matter of fact therein very little 
land in our conntry that would not be im- 
proved by drainage. Many light soils are 
springy, and the crops are injured in them 
by stagnant water. Heavy land can never 
do its best until drained. Vast areas of 
low-lying but rich land are practically 
valueless for want of drains to carry off 
the redundant moisture which forbids the 
growth of any but aquatic plants. Many 
who admit the importance of this im- 
provement are puzzled xbout the ways 
and means of effecting it. The Drainage 
Journal mentions the following plan, 
which is well worthy of serions considera- 
tion: ‘Some enterprising. tile mannfac 
turers select carefal farmers who own fiat 
lands and make them something like the 
following propositions: That the farmer 
make acarefal estimate of his average 
crops, and the tile manufacturer proposes 
to furnish the tile necessary to drain 
thoroughly the lands designated in the 
agreement, the farmer to furnish the 
labour of putting in the drains ata stipu- 
lated price, to be paid out of the excess of 
crops grown on the land over and above 


the average yield before agreed upon, and» 


the tile manufacturer agreeing to tale the 
balance of the increase in four or five crops 
(as agreed), to cover the cost ‘of the tile. 
On level lands, where the ayerage crop in 
five years rans low and the Jand by nature 
is rich, it is a safe proposition for the tile 
manufacturer ifthe farmer honestly per- 
forms his part of the contract. On rich 
level lands, that need drainage and noed it 
badly, it will pay twenty-five per cent. 
annually on the investment, and in some 


instances more,’

FEEDING EXPERIMENTS 

A report by Professor Brown coucerning 
certain experiments in feeding atock at the 
Ontario Experimonial Farm,for the market 
daring the winter of 1880-81, has heen Is- 
sued in advance of the usual annual report 
of Colloge work, in order that farmers may 
avail themselves of the result,arrived at in 
their.arrangements tor the coming fall and 
winter. These results are not to be con- 
sidered final,for,as the report states,in large 
print,that it may be carefully noted ; * All 
oxperiments must be repeated agin ani 
again ere confidence can be ostablighed. 

SHEEP EXPERIMENTS: 

First érosses from pure bred Liecester, 
Cotswold, Oxford Down and Southdown 
rams, or ordinary Canadian ewes, have 
been bred and fattened at the Model Farm 
during five years, ‘The results, as given 
in this report, will be an astonishment to 
our farmers who have leon inclined to 
favor the long-wooled and big. bodied 
breeds. ‘I'o quote Professor Brown's sum- 
ming up of this matter: Combining wool 
and flesh value, the Southdown grade gives 
the highost returns, as moch as double 
that of the Cotewold grado, and thirty-five 
por cent, over that ot the Liecester grade, 
as also slightly in advance of the Oxtord 
Down grade.”

Phe Chicago Tridwve bas interviewed Prof. 
Anstin Bierbower, who is «n author of 
some repnte and a Methodist. After some 
remarks as tothe probable result of Dr. 
Thomas’ deposition, Frof, Bierbower goes 

‘on to say: “Well, ihere will be lots of 
heretics inthe Mothodist Church. At least 
three bishops can be turned out as hetero- 
dox on the same rolings, and at least two 
of the official editors, one of the general 
secretaries, the principals of the three 
theological seminaries, anda large num- 
Wer of the other moat prominent ministers 
in the church, as all of these hold substan- 
fially the same views as Dr, Thomas re- 

garding the inspiration ofthe Bible, the 
atonement, or future punishment. Bishop 

Foster 1s equarely heretical on the doctrine 
of the resurrection of the body, which he 
denies—even the resurrection of Christ. 
Bishop Hurst, I understand, is heretical 
on eternal punishment and inspiration ; 
and Bishop Merrill is heretical on the 
Atonement, as is Bishop Foss, who holds 
the same views as Dr. Thomas, as near as 
Tean make ont. Dr. Warren iss quite as 
liberal as he ix on inspiration, and Dr. Vin- 
cent, I have been told on good authority,is 
a Universalist." 

It must be admitted that these are start- 
ling statements, and they are made by a 
Methodist. If, therefore, Dr. Thomas in 
guiity of heresy, other prominent minis- 
ter and laymen of the Methodist Church 
are in the same boat as he, and must be 
judged by the same rules. 


VERDICTS OF JURIES, 


We liave referred to tlie remarkable ver- 
dict rendered by a St. Catharines jary in 
the case of Howell, one of the wretches 
who outraged a young girl at Merritton. 
An Ottawa jury lave advertised themselves 
still more ridiculously by acquitting ihe 
perpetrators of the charivar/ outrage, which 


‘resulted in the mnrder of the old man 


Woatherill. The Judge in this latter case, 
as in the former, charged strongly agairst 
the prisoners, and made some very forcible 
observations about the practice of clarivar- 
ing generally. ‘The evidence was quite 
conclusive against most of the accused, but 
the jury disregarded the Judge's charge 
and the evidence in their anxiety to be 
merciful. It is such verdicts as these that 
bring the jury syatem into disrespect. The 
Ott jary, especially, las been conspicu- 
ons for extraordinary verdicts. ‘hey have 
stretched the ends of justice in dealing 
with all the prisoners charged with hein- 
ous crimes, but meted ont the rigors of the 
law to poor, uofortunate wight who was 
charged with the larceny of a jar ot maple 
syrup. We do not wonder, with such ver- 
dicts before us, why criminals demand a 
trial by jory. They feel safer in thobands 
of twelve mon than one. An exeliange re 
marke: “ Pack a jury with a lot of senti- 
wioutal blockades, and tlie acquittal of the 
prisoner is a foregone conclusion 
is more trath than poetry in this sentence. 
Au intelligent man, who is known to read 
the papers and be able to form an indo- 
pendent opinion, is almost sure to be chal 
lenged by « prisoner's counsel. In fact, a 
man must confess himself an ignoramus in 
order to geta position on u jury panel, 
Much lias been said abont the abolition of 
Grand Lnrivs, but the public would do well 
to devote some attention to the Petit 
Juries, as more (dederving of abolition. 
Grand Juries are generally composed of

That csxtain passages 
in these works may be made answer the 
charge of immortality brought against 
them we believe, but no passage can 
honestly be separated from the purpose of 
the whole, The authors wsre infidels, and 
used such argumentsas they deemed best 
to bring the Christian religion into ridicule. 
We atill think that Mr. Patton was over- 
zealous in a good cause, and that, should 
the matter be brought before the courte, 
the legal decision will be against him.

THE CITY WATER SUPPLY. 


A Proposition by “Mr. (iamble, of New 
York. 


Ald. Geo. 1. Henderson, the energetic 
Chairman of the Special Committee gp- 
pointed by the City Council to examme 
and report upon a better system of water 
supply for the city, has been untiring in his 
eflorts during the past few weeks to obtain 
from yarious reliable sources such infor- 
mation as is required by the Committee, 
and we ure pleased to state that he has not 
been unsuccessiul. The correspondence 
between himself and Mr. James Gamble, 
of New York, resulted in the latter visiting 
Belleville abont ten days since, and on his 
return home he torwarded the following 
proposition :— 

“The Council to pass 1 By-lay granting 
James Gamble and those who may asso- 
ciate themselves with him, the necessary 
privileges to open streets and lay pipes, 
etc., and to supply private consumers, up- 
on which a company will be formed under 
Chapter 157 of revised statuter of Ontario. 
Council will decide upon the number of 
hydrants and locality of same, for which 
rental will be paid by Council. ‘The city 
tobave power at any time after ten years 
to purchase the works by agreement, or 
failing in this, by arbitration. The works 
to be completed within 12 months from 
the passing of the By-law. The Council 
not to granta like privilege for a period 
ot 50 years, and the works to be exempt 
from taxation.” 

This proposition has a favorable look, 
bunt of course tlio details are to be known 
vefore its real merits can be stated. The 
coat to the city would be small at the out- 
set, but Mr. Gamble does not state what 
rate wonld be charged by the company he 
purposes forming. It is, however, reason- 
able to suppose that a proper charge would 
be inade in order to induce as iarge a pat: 
ronage as possible. It matters little to 
the citizens of Belleville what system is 
adopted’so long as a pure, wholesome and 
abundant supply of water is provided, In 
a subsequent letter Mr. Gamble states {hat 
he lias not yet decided upon a system, but 
it is probable that the Holly will be solect- 
ed, and water taken from tho bay, 

Mr. Henderson has called a meeting of 
his Committee for lriday evening next, 
when the above proposition and other mat- 
tors of interest will be discussed:

TRIRTY YEARS AGO. 


Reminiscences of the Turning of the 
First Sod of the First Railway in 
Ontario—Three Surviving Direetors, 


‘Thirty years ago Saturday Inst the first sod 
of the first railway of Ontario was turned in 
Toronto, being that of the Northern railway. 
It was a gala doy, there being an assemblage 
of about 20,000 in front of the Parliament 
buildings, the line of the Ontario, Simcoe and 
Huron railway, now the Northern, running 
along the top of the embankment, Lord Elgin 
was pregent and received an address, in‘ which 
it was stated that the line would afford the 
moat expedious route from the Atlantic cities 
to Lakes Haron and Superior, and that Toron: 
to had given £16,000 and pledged ite credit 
for £35,000 towards the construction of the 
road, Lady Elgin was presented with silver 
spade, with which sho turned the sod, a small 
piece of which ia preserved at the ofice of the 
company. I'he scene was pictured in the 
* Tiustrated London Times,” accompanied by 
a sketch of the proceedings wherein Canada 
was decribed aw a frozen country, in which the 
people had been absorbed in the idea of indi

The 
Colonel cautioned ihe Mayor against hold- 
ing the meeting, saying that he would not 
have higmen injured and wounded. It 
they were asaniled ho would ask the resi- 
dent magistrate's permission to fire on the 
people. It may bo recollected that the 
requisition for the meeting was signed by 
the Mayor, who urged the people to as- 
semble in their thousands, In addition to 
the troops already mentioned the 57th Reg- 
iment and the artillery were standing ready 
in their barracks to marchout at a mo- 
ment’s notice. Matters progressed with 
comparative quiet during the day. At 4 
j Be mas the Mayor and other proninent citi- 
zens moved about, and the people were in- 
formed that no meeting would be held.

The police were then directed to charge 
the mob, which they did, partially clearing 
the streets. At this time there were over 
six hundred military,and%police in the 
streets. ‘Tke mob closed upon the force 
again, when the police once more charged. 
hey were then ordered to load, and hay- 
ing done so with fixed bayonets they again 
charged the people, scattering them in va- 
rious directions, only,however, to see them 
gather together and renew tho disturbances. 
The police made several charges with 
drawn swords, but at length, worn out, 
they made a rush for their barracks in Wil 
liam street in which they retired by order of 
authorities. The mob gathered around the 


Subsequently a squadron of Scots Greys 
charged the mob down George street, and 
repeated the charge up the street amid 
showers of stones. As the evening wore 
on the police sallied forth again, charging 
the people np and down the street. Latex 
& party of constabulary, under the com- 
mand of Major Rolleston, R. M., firedona 
mob in Denmark street. One man was 
wounded by a builet in the side. Several 
charges were subsequently made,and over 
twenty rioters were arrested. While the 
police were marching past slates were 
thrown on them from the roofs,and several 
of the constabulary were wounded, but 
none séverély, ‘hie city still continues in 
a foarfal state of disorder, many lhonses 
having beon wrecked.

NORTH HASTINGS TEACHERS’ A4SSo- 
CIATION. 


Report of Séii-Avnual Mecting. 

The semi-annual meocting of this Asso- 
ciation was held at Madoc, Oct. 6th and 
7th. The minutes of last meeting were 
read and udopted. Mr. Mackintosh then 
gave a brief report of the last meeting of 
tho Provincial Association, and moved that 
copies of the iinutes of that meeting 
should be bought by this Association, and 
given to the mombers, The motion was 
carried. The report of tho ‘Treasurer was 
given on the receipts and expenditures in 
connection with the Promotion Examina- 
tions, and the Treasnrcr was ordered to 
publish a detailed report of the same. 

In tho afternoon Mr. Smith, f. 2. 5., 
Hamilton and Wontworth, introduced the 
subject of Reading to Second, Third, and 
Fourth Classes, dealing first with Reading 
as an educative power; then dwelling on 
the three kinds of Reading—Silent, Ex- 
preesive and Dramatic. He then named 
the characteristics of good reading, and 
showed how they might be taught, and be- 
fore he closod hia very instructive address, 
ho assigned a lesson in the Second Book, 
showing how to prepare the pupil for a 
atudy ot it. 

After a reading by Miss Christio, the 
subject of English History was taken up 
a Mr. Kirk, who briefly pointed ont the 

jects of teaching History, arid the best 
methods of teaching it. Aftor a short dis- 
cussion on the subject, Mr. Mackintosh 
took up the subject of Spelling. Hoe ad 
vised the teaching of spelling from the 
time of the child's first entry into school, 
and would teach mainly by transcription 
amd dictation. 

In the evening a locturs on “ Protes 
sional Enthusiasm” was delivered in the 
M. ECharch, by Rey. Dr. Jaquoa, Albert 
College, Belleville, to a large and most 
attentive audience. At the close of the 
lecture, a vote of thanks was tendered Dr. 
Jaques, for his kindness in coming to 
Madoc. and for the very able lecture he 
had given. The thanks of the Association 
were also given the trustees and managors 
of the M. . Chnroh for their kindness in 
offering the nse of their church. 

Pamay, Oct. 7. 


The minutes of the previons sessious 
were read and adopted, after which Mr, 
Rowe, opened a diseussion on tho “Rail- 
road system of Ontario.” Tle divitled the 
Railroads into systems,and taught them in 
that form. Ho advised that afterwards 
they should be taught separately, and 
then again from central points, the idea 
being to present the same namo under difs 
ferent ciroumstances. Ie was followod 
in discussion by Messre. Nichol, Kirk and 
Mackintosh. 

Atter a reading by Mr. Beall, the subject 
of Wriling was taken np by Mr. Robinson, 
Commercial College, Bellevillo, who, after 
relating a fow incidents showing the im- 
portance of good writing, proceeded to 
show the proper formation of tho loltors. 
and to point ont the mistakes which the 
pupils are aptto makein forming tho 
lotterd. He pointed ont tho necoysity of 
criticizing the wriling, aud clored his prac- 
tical and useful address by. showing how 
to teach movement and ¢ osition, 

In the'afternoon tho committes on clioos- 
ing examinera reported the following for 
examiner’ attlio Promotion Examination : 
—Misses Obristio McDermid, Hiddell ; 
Mossre. MoQuarric, Beall, Rowe, Armour, 
Tait, Hobbs, Morton, Kirk, Nichol, Jenkins, 
Wood, Henderson, Black, Milier, Solmes. 
To preside at examinations in Stirling, 
Messrs. McQuarrie, Beall, Morton, Armour, 
Solmes jin Marmora, Mossra. Rows, Shan= 
non, Gerow ; in Madoc, Misses Brees, 
Riddell | Mossye.

the latter, you enter the first story of the | 
factory, which contains an upright engine 
av! boiler manutactured by Mafia Broa 
of this city, with base compartments of 
yonerators, and stowing tanke. In rear of 
the main building is a large apartmeat 
formerly used as an engine-room, but 
which will be utilized hereafter as a coop: 
or-shop,the firm manufacturing their own 
bbls. On the second floor are 15 refining-vats | 
(6 x 12)and centre compartments of gen- 

erators. The cider and vinegar will also 
be barrelled and made ready for shipment 
in this story. The third floor contains the 
receiving compartments of generators, 
storage tanks for both cider and vinegar, a 
grater and pomace holder and heads of 
elevators. The main building is 86x42, 
and is covered with an iron root. The ap 

ples ave placed into a large shed to the east 
of the main building, which has a_ storing 
capacity of 3,000 bushels. In the different 
bins are hoppers, all of which feed an ele 

valor that carries the apples to the third 
story at a rate of from 5 to 10 bushels per 
minule. l’rom here the elevator conveys 
the apples toa patent grater which runs 
at the rate of 2,000 revolutions a minute. 
‘The apples pass through this grater into a 
pomace hopper,and from this\they descend 
toa largo ‘press immediately under the 


above-mentioned machine. The press 
has two cheese beds which work 
alternately. The pomace is received 
on cloths and * racks, instead of 


straw, as commonly used, which renders 
the juice of the apple perfectly free from 
any impurities Shearer?

AN HOSPITALITY. 

The most striking quality of Scandina- 
vian character seems to he hospitality. 
Throughout Norway, Sweden and the far 
North the author was heartily received by 
every one, from the king in his palace to 
the Laplander in his ten!. During five 
years of almost incessant travel in tbe 
course of which overy part of the penin- 
sula was visited, Mr. Du Obaillu was coolly 
treated only onoo. ~ The Swedes and Nor- 
wegians havo the reputation of being reser- 
ved and cold, but this is true of them only 
when they meet strangers of tho class best 
suggested by the word “tourist.” To any 
one whose interest in them cannot be 
measured by a stare or two and afew im- 
pertinent questions they are unsuspicious 
and communioative, ns well as cordial to 
the verge of affection, Mr. Du Chaillu 
went among them freely, conversed with 
them in thei: language, wore garments 
like their own, and took part in thoir 
labors, sports and ceremonies, Tho treat 
ment he received in return causes him to 
speak moat enthusiastically ia praise of 
their sociability and kindness. 

As in all other countries that retain 
primitive habits, hospitality in Scandinavia 
always implies eating and drinking. The 
poorest iarmer or fisherman always has 
something to offer tho visitor, and lack of 
ppnabite is generally construed as a slight. 

@ author mentions one occasion on 
which, to avoid hurting any one’s feelings, 
he ate thirty times in two days, and drenk 
thirty-four cups of coffee. Oiten strong 
choese is offered just before a meal to pro- 
yoke appetite, amd in the cilies a formal 
dinner is preceded by a emorgas, or lunch, 
at a tablo crowded with alleged appetizers. 
On a single smorgas table the anthor noted 
amoked reindeor meat, smoked salmon 
with poached eggs, raw salmon freshly 
suited, hard boiled eggs, cayiare, fried 
sausage, anchova, smoked goose breast, 
cucumbers, raw sult herring, several kinds 
of cheese and as many of bread, and a 
salad mado of pickled herring, boiled meat, 
potatoes, eggs, beets and onions. ‘There 
wore also throo kinds of spirits on the 
table, and from these and the various 
dishes the guosta helped themselves bounti- 
fally, and then did justice to an excollent 
dinner. — John Habberton, in Harper's 
Magazino for November,

All the 
powers and resources at the Govyornmont’s 
command will be*employed to protect the 
Queen's subjects in tho freo oxercise of 
thoir lawfal callings and oczupations, to 
énforce tho fulfilment of all lawful obliga: 
tions, and to save the process of Inw and 
the execution of the (Queen's writs from 
hindrance or obstruction, It calls upon 
all loyal subjects to uphold and maintain 
the authority of the law and the snpromacy 
of the Queen in Ireland.

As I stated, I avrived in the Gateway 
Oity on the Sih of Nov., after dark, and 
had a job betore daylight the next morning. 
I worked on some bnildings, and on the 
traffic-bridge till the 8th ot Deec., when I 
went to Winnipeg. As an instance of the 
cold mon can indneo in this country, I 
may te)l you that I was raising some bents 
for rnnning tho superstructure of the Em- 
erson bridge, and nailed oak plank for 
braces forty feet above tho ico, with. tho 
temperature 80° helow zero. I don't 
mean to say this was really pleasant, but I 
lave often felt the coldas much in Bello- 
ville. In Winnipeg T had charge of a lot 
of Keewatin Inmbor, and put ina vory 
pleasant winter, and made some monoy. 
I worked out every day, and was never 
too cold to mako ont a bill of lumber baro- 
handed. One week in partionlar, tho 
wook after Now Year's,the glass stool 40° 
to 45° below zero oyery morning as I 
went to work. 

With regard to Winnipeg, I may way it 
Surpasses anything a stranger would expect 
fosee. It seoms incredible that tho yil- 
lage of five years azo would to day boa 
city with fino public buildings of the most 
substantial character, and splondid mer- 
cantile blocks, which wonld do credit 
toamuch larger and older place. It is 
already the terminus of two railroads, and 
the contemplated torminns of somo half. 
dozen more. Building operations have 
been on a gigantic senle this summor, and 
property has donbled aud oven trobled in 
valno. A great many people are “ losing 
their heads,” a8 tho saying is, in amateur 
speculating in city property. A new speci- 
mens from “Lumix” (as they call peoplo 
from Tanark and the Ottawa District) 
bought a lot on Point Douglas, and cleared 
$500 on it the next day; went into the 
hotela in the evening telling all he mot 
that he waa going to start a land office 5 
didn’t think there was any uso working in 
thia conntry. Ho oven went so far as to 
pay a half breed woman to scrub ont his 
oflice. She wanted to know his number. 
He told hor he had nono yet but would let 
her know next day. His shingle has not 
appeared yet. I mado several trips in the 
country during the winter, and fonnd the 
settlers prosperous in every instance,whore 
they were industrious. I drove up tho 
Assinaboine one hundred miles and back 
dnring the firat week in Febrnary, looking 
for’a freestone quarry for a Winnipeg 
Company, I fonnd ihe stone and the 
quality bunt the quantity was net there. 
While there I visited the Tiger Hills Set- 
tlement, and it was there I first had a 
view of tho high rolling piairie, and saw 
the first prairie that I admired. Thus set. 
tlémant is situated at tho fountain head of 
the Boino River, on the south side of tho 
Assinaboine, and between it und tho Tiger 
Hills. This rich, rolling prairie extends 
for a hundred milos to beyond the Souris 
River, and is fast being bronght under enl- 
tivation. 

Well, to roturn, I left Winnipeg for the 
Weat on tho Mth of April, and ar- 
rived here at the Grand Valley on 
18th. 3 I found my prosent location vacant 
and made my settlement on tho spot. We

The stays in the flat sides were pitched 


6 inches'vertically, and 6} inches horizon- 
tally,contre'to centre,making a surface of 
89 square inches to be supported by cach 
stay. 


The boiler was filled with one gluss 


water-gauge and two test cocks, and the 
water was supplied by 2 pump drivon 
directly by the engine. 


The pressure of sterm was indicated by 


a Bourdon prossire gange, gtaduated to 
show Up to 160 lbs, per square inch pres- 
gure. 


‘The kafety valve was one inch diameter, 
conical yalyorloaded by lever and weight. 
At. the time of the explosion tlie glass 
water gaugo had no glass, but tho tost 
cocks were.in order, and the condition of 
the crown of the furnace supplies absolute 
proof that thero was abandanco of water in 
the boiler, and that the explosion was not 
caused by want of water. 

The steam pressure gauge is now out of 
order, but what condition it was in prior 
to the explosion cannot now be determined, 

Tho safety valve was only one inch in 
diameter, and from its construction inuch 
too smatl to permit tho free escape of the 
steam, and prevent an undue riso of pres 
gure. Tho spindle is now fast, preventing 
tho valvo from opening at all, but this has 
evidently beon caused by injury at tho 
time of the accidont. ‘Tho lover of the 
safety valve has pot been found, and it is 
not possible to dotermibo what pressure 
was required to open it, 

Tho explosion ruptured one of tho flat 
sides of the inner plato of the fire-box. 

The ront follows the inside edge of the 
front soam of rivets and extends inwards 
for about 10 inchos both in the crown and 
in tho bottom, Tho tota! longth of this rent 
is abont/50 inches, 

None of tho stays wore broken, but call 
on tho flat aide gavo way by tlie plato being 
pulled over tho heads, Sixtoen of thom 
gavo way at tho inside Lend and 4 at the 
outside; 6 of the crown stays also gave way 
at tho inside heads. 

On tho stays giving way tho plato rent

| Bishops and Priests Cautioned Against 
Meddling in Elections—The Law 
Against Undue Influence 
not Condemned. 
| The following is the text of the lette 
about clerical intorforonce in election cor 
tosts in Quebec sont from Rome to tho Ro- 
man Catholic Archbishop of that Province 
and by him given to the pniblic through the 
newspaper pross :— 
7) Monacigneur Alerandra 
Arehbishopof Quebec: 
Mosr It.usrrious anp Most Revenenv 
Lonp,—It has come to the knowledge of 
the sacred Congregation of the Propaganda, 


Rascherean, 


the clergy and of tho body of seculars con- 
tinue to intormeddle in political elections 
by making use either of the pulpit or of the 
public newspapers or other publications. 
It is equally to the knowledge of the 
Sacred Congregation that a certain suffra- 
gan of Your Grace is actually trying to 
have recourse of Parliamont with the ob- 
ject of having tho election laws relative to 
the so-called ‘‘ undue influence” modified. 

Now, concerning the first point, I hast- 
en to call your Grace's attention to the in- 
structions which in the Supreme Congrega 
tion have already issuedin the yoar 1876. 
Tho bishops of Canada must be given to 
understand that the Holy See recognizes 
the extreme gravity of the facts reported 
by them, and that the damago inflicted on 
the authority of the clergy and their own 


holy ministry is especially to be deplored, 
Thoreforo in order to repair such great evil 
+. is necessary to go to the root of the mat- 
or. 

One cause of those troubles is to be found 
in the divisions existing among those bi- 
shops themselves on political as well as on 
other questions which are discussed in 
Oanada. In order, therefore, to put an ond 
to such regrettable dissensions, it will be 
necessary that those bishops, in concert 
with Monseignour the Apostolic Dolegate 
to be sent to Canada, agroo and determine 
on a uniform line of conduct to be follow- 
ed by us and each of them with regard to 
political parties. 

Another cause is found in the excessive 
interference of the clergy in political affairs 
without consideration for pastoral pru- 
dence. ‘lo remedy properly this excess of 
zeal, it is necessary to recall to these bis- 
hops what was recommended them by this 
Supromo Oongregation on the 29th July, 


1874, to wit:—That on tho occasion of |* 


Political elections they must conform them- 
selves in their advice to electors to what 
was decreed by the Provincial-Council of 
1868. It must be understood that the 
Church, in condemning Liberalism, docs 
not mean to indicate each and every one 
of the political parties which by accident 
are called Liberal, because the decisions of 
the divines refer to cortain errors opposed 
to the doctrines of the Catholic faith, and 
not to any political party whatever. And, 
in consequence, those do wrong who, with- 
out other foundation, declare condemned 
by the Church one of the political parties 
in Canada, namely, the party called Ie- 
form, a party heretofore warmly supported 
even by some bishops. 

Concerning the principal objects of the 
doubts referred to, namely, what steps aro 
to be taken relative to Catholics, who, on 
account of alleged undue influence of the 
clergy in political elections, have recourse 
to the civil courts, we cannot give on this 
subject a general rule for the bishops, and 
it will theretore rest with whomsoover may 
have the duty to provide in each case for 
the conscience of him who has applied ; 
therefore, let the bishops take the neces~ 
sary measures to guard the honor of the 
clergy, taking care above all to prevent as 
much as possible the necessity of ecolesias- 
tical personages being obliged to appoar 
before lay judges. 

Lastly, the bishops should be asked to 
observe the greatest reserve in regard to 

olitical affairs, espocially where thero is 
ea ot provoking violent war against the 
Oburch, Protestants being «already pre- 
judiced and irritated against the clergy 
under the pretext of undue influence in 
political elections, i 

Comformably to these instructions Your 
Grace will make known without delay to 
your suffragans, to the clergy, and to all 
whom it may concern that it is the inten- 
tion of the Holy Tather,that the above 
mentioned precepts of the Holy office be 
vigorously observed. - 

In rolation to the second point, Your 
Grace will notify your suffragans that cach 
of the individual prelates is to abstain from 
agitation or causing to be agitated either 
in Perliament or in the press the quostion 
of the modification of the law concerning 
said undue influence, Should it happen 
that the bishops all decide that the proper 
time has arrived to make the above request 
they will first have to apply to the Sacred 
Congregation to receive proper ingtruc- 

ions

LEON GAMBETTA. 


The name of the great tribune of I'rance 
is almost as well known to the ordinary 
student of the political history of the day 
as that of W. E. Gladstone or Prince Bis- 
marck. For soveral years he has ocoupied 
& formost position in the ranks of French 
statesmen, and his force of character, as 
well as his oratorical gifts, have made him 
& prominent figure in all changos that have 
occurred in that country of unstable politics, 
It is well known that Leon Gambetta is 
the hope and pride of the Republican party. 
He has wisely chosen a middle and mod- 
erate course, thoreby lessening the dan- 
gers of the fanatical ‘‘Reds’’ and scheming 
Imporialists. To-day he is unquestionably 
the mest popular public character in I’rance. 
Recently, however, an incident has occur- 
red that not only wounded the great tri- 
bune sorely, but gave his enemies the most 
exquisite pleasure of revenge. As an ox- 
ponent of democratic ideas in politics, the 
public reasonably supposed that Gambetta 
practised the same principles in private 
life. Being the son of a poor tradesman 
of Cnhores, and knowing what “ the 
pinch of poverty” means, he was 
expected to live the life of 
a plain citizen of the Republic. But it 
transpires that tho great orator has a taste 
for pomp and show, He rides in carriages 
appointed with luxurious elegance and 
drawn by blood horses. His residenco— 
the “Petit Bourbon "—has been oxquisite- 
ly farnished, and every morning the 
tribune laves his body in the silver bath of 
De Moray, which has been restored and 
equipped with all the modern appliances 
oflaxury. Splendid vases aro filled every 
morning with roses and placed in the 
rooms ofthe groat orator. Meports of all 
this display of luxury roached the ears of 
the public and alienated trom him the 
hard-working democracy of Paris, as well 
as shocked people of cleyated sentiment, 
But Gambotta did not wince much under

OBITUARY. 


The Late Henry Corby Sr. 

The King of Terrors has choson au old 
friend this time. Henry Oorby, Sr., who 
departed this life shortly after the dawn 
this morning, was so well known to all 
our citizens that the announcement of his 
death will cause a wide-spread feeling of 
sorrow. Tor some time tho old gentleman 
had been in poor health, and was confined 
to the honse, but his cheerry countenance 
had not been forgotten. During many 
years Henry Corby was a\prominent figure 
in the social and business circles of Belle- 
ville, With a resolution that brooked no 
unreasonable restraint, and faithful in the 
observance of « systematic rule of dealing, 
he not only accumulated a large property, 
but made himself nseful in the service of 
the public. 

The deceased was born at Hanwell,Mid- 
diesex Co., Hngland,in 1806, his father bo- 
ing Mr. Jas. Corby of that place. Having 
seryed his apprenticeship as a baker 
in the Qity of London and married, 
he came to Canada in 1882, bringing his 
wife with him. Selecting Pelleville as 
his place of residence, he settled here, and 
opened a bakery in a small shop near the 
lower bridge, where Mr. John Cook’s store 
now stands. Hero he did a thriving busi- 
ness until after the rebellion of 1837. In 
1888 he volunteered to accompany No. 1 
Co. Hastings Rifie Brigade as an unattac- 
hed member, and served along the St. 
Lawrence for a short time. Returning 
home he contracted to supply the valun- 
teers doing duty with bread and meal, 
and continued this service during the 
greater part of 1838. Subsequently 
Mr. Corby carried on the bakery 
with much success, and about 1848 
Peccbased the steamer Queen, which 

e commanded for three years, dur- 
ing which time the boat plied between 
Belleville and Kingston. As a captain he 
was very popular with all classes. In 
1852 or ‘58 he sold the Queen to Mr. 
Ralph Jones, of Cobourg, and purchased 
the Alma Mills from Mr, 8. Reed, of 
Thurlow. He soon after built a distillery 
and greatly improved the property. This 
business he successfully conducted for a 
number of years, and until growing 
infirmities induced him to relire in favor of 
his son, 

As we have mentioned above, Mr. Corby 
was thorough in all his pursuits, and very 
industrious. Whatever he undertook 
seemed to prosper in his hands. This was 
owing to the systematic energy and care 
he bestowed upon whatever engaged his 
attention. 

Mr. Corby was a member of the first 
Board ot Police Commissioners establishsd 
in Belleville, and was also Captain of the 
fire companies for several years, He re- 
presented Ketcheson Ward for some time 
at the Council Board, and was for a long 
time Prosident of St. George's Sooiety, be- 
ing an honory member at the time of his 
death. Was Mayor of Belleville in 
1867, About 1870 he was returned for 
the Local Legislature from Hast Hastings, 
and was re-elected at the next gensral 
election. 

This notice would be incomplete without 
@ reference to a melancholy incident that 
ocourred during the winter of 1885. On 
the 27th of December Mr. Corby, his wife, 
three children, his wife’s sister—a Miss 
Williams—and Mr. John Wonnacott wore 
crossing the bay on the ice with a team and 
sleigh, en route to Sophiasburgh to spend 
Christmas holidays with friends. When 
near Massassaga Point the horses broke 
through the ice and carried the sleigh and 
its occupants with them. The day was 
bitterly cold, and before the two mencould 
extricate the others, Mrs. Corby and the 
children were drowned. Tho youngest 
cbild, an infant, was taken from the water 
alive, bnt died in Mr. Wonnacott’s arms 
before he could reach the shore. The 
horses were drowned. All the bodies wero 
recovered, Capt. Nosworthy had beon 
asked to accompany the party brt declined 
owing to the intense cold. This sad event 
occnrred on Sunday, and was a date in 
the domestic life of the deceased that oc- 
cupied a prominent page in the family 
Bible. 

Mr. Corby married the sister of his first 
wife who was rescued at the time of the 
accident. By her he had twelve children, 
eleven of whom are still living, and most 
of them in this city, His second wile died 
April 20th, 1874. Thus we sketch tho 
life of an old friend, who at 8 o'clock this 
morning answered the summons of the 
King of Terrors and “was gathored to his 
fathers."

Thoreturns from: Manitoba point to a 
wheat acreage there,ot 100,000 acres,yield- 
ing, in round numbers, 3,000,000 bushels 
ot wheat. This amount, added to tho yield 
of Quebec and Ontario, gives 28,000,000 
bushels as the wheat crop for the Oanadian 
Dominion for 1881. 

Tho report continues : 

“Tt almost appears that spring wheot 
has not been oxtensivelysown this year, 
and that fall whoat was very generally sub- 
stituted for it, Generalizing, nearly one- 
half of the reports place winter wheat 


above an ayerage crop, while only 8 per 
cent. ofthe returns make it under the 
averago. Regarding spring wheat, the 
amallamount sown shows a yield aver- 
aging high, and a harvest gathered undor 
favorable conditions. Altogether, the pre- 
sent crop of Canada has never been sur- 
passed in quality or quantity. The goed 
harvest is apparently not due to extended 
planting, as the acreagos in the two sec! 
tions have not beon materially incroased.

In his great oration at the Yorktown 
Centennial Celebration, the Hon. Robert 0. 
Winthrop, of Massachusetts said :— 

The fear of the Lord must still and ever 
bo the beginning of our wisdom, and obe- 
dience to His commandments the rnlo of 
our lives, Crime must not go unpunished, 
and vice must be stigmatized and rebuked 
as vice. Human life must be held sacred, 
and lawless violence and bloodshed cease to 
be regarded as a redress or remedy for any- 
thing. It is not by assassinating Emper- 
ors or Presidents that the welfare of man- 
kind or the liberty of the poople is to be 
promoted. Such acts ought to be as exe- 
crable in the sight of man as they are in 
the sight of God. The only one-man power 
this country has had to tremble at, is the 
power of some wretched miscreant, seek- 
ing spoils but finding none, with a pistol 
in his hand, to neutralize and nulily the 
votes of millions, and put a beloved Presi- 
dent to torture and to death. The rights 
of the bumblest, as well as of the highest, 
must be respected and enforced. Labor 
in allits departments must be justly re- 
munerated and eleyated, and the true 
dignity of labor recognized. The poor 
muat be wisely visited and liberally cared 
for, so that mendicity shall not be tempted 
into mendacity, nor want exasparated into 
crime, The great duties of individual 
citizenship must be conscientiously dis- 
charged. Peace, order, and the good old 
virtues of honesty, charity, temperance, and 
industry must be cultivated and reverenc- 
ed, The purity of private life must be 
cherished and guarded, and luxury and 
extravagance discouraged, Polygamy 
must cease to pullute our land. Proffigate 
literature must be scorned and left unpur- 
chased. Public opinion must be refmed, 
purified, strengthened, and rendred pre- 
vailing and imperative, by the best 
thoughts and best words which the press, 
the platform and pulpit 2an pour forth, 
The pen and the tongue alike must be ex- 
ercised under a sense of moral responsi- 
bility. In a word, the less of government 
we have by formal laws and statutes, 
the more we need, andthe more we must 
have, of individual, self-government.

THOUGHTS ON PLOUGHING 
As this is the season of the year whon 
the farmer drives hia team afiold and says 
to his r9en : : 


‘Plough deep to findjthe gold, my boys, 
Plough deep to find the g 
Lho earth Lag treasures in her breast unmensur 


ed and uc 3 

We were thinking that a fow thoughts 
thrown together as they came to us én the 
ubject of ploughing might not be out 
place. Of all the work on the farm requir 

| ing the carofut, earnest and patient atten- 
| tion of the busbandman, that of ploughing 
| preparing the soil for the future crop— 
is by far the most important. There are 
those who think that no ploughing is good 
for anything that is not narrow in the fnr- 
row and straight os a line, every strip of 
| soil must be turned over and laid firmly 
| against the preceding slice, like long slen- 
| dex ribbous partly overlaping each other, 
It is not ovr intention, however, to lay 
down the law and say whether wide or 
narrow, deep or sha'low furrows are the 
best, for we aro satisfied that ploughing is 
one of the many operations of the farm 
upon which there will always continue to 
be a difference of opinion. We shall,thore- 
ihe by stating that our 

own observation and experience has satis- 
fied us that deep and thorough cultivation 
is necessary in all agricultural operations. 
But ma misunderstand the question, 
and imagine that those who advocate deep 
culttvation advocate the tnrning up of the 
under soil and depositing it aboye, and 
upon that which was formerly the surface, 
Undoubtedly if you ploagh deep you bury 
that which was the surfaco and bring the 
under soil to the top, but because you do 
this there is no reason that you shonld sow 
the crop on the newly exposed soil; no 
one who ever thinks will do this. The 
undor soil must be exposed to tho air or 
you cannot benefit it, the upper must be 
buried or you do not kill tho weeds; but 
this operation is not nocessarily done every 
crop or every season, The right time for 
decp ploughing is in the Fall when you 
plough your stubble land, thon tear up the 
ground to us great a depth as your team 
power willallow, Lot the ground be thrown 
Up a8 rongbly as possible—never mind its 
looks, the rougher it lies the 
more surface is exposed to the action of 
the frost and sun during the following 
Winter and Spring, But there aro excep- 
tions to almost every role, and there are 
cases where decp ploughing is positively 
ipjurious,such as when the soil on the top 
is reasonably good but lying on a poor wet 
sand,or graycl,or cold clay subsgil,in these 
cases great care must be taken to keep 
what you have that will bear a crop in 
such position that it can bear one, aud 
deep ploughing must not be practised until 


the subsoil has been thoronglly drained or 
so gradually exposed to the influence of 
the air as not to loose too much present 
benefit whilst aiming at future good. Hence 
deep and shallow ploughing must remain 
a question of judgment to the mind of 
the intelligent husbandman, but let the 
farmer bear in mind that when he has a 
deop soil deep ploughing is certain to bene- 


, lit it, provided a proper knowledge of the 


circumstances of the case is understood. If 
the soil is poor and thin he must proceed 
more tlowly yet even here he will find it 
to his interest your after year to incronse 
his tilth ifeven by halfaninch ata time, 
taking care to add manure in proportion to 
tho amount of new and poor soil he brings 
to the influence of light and air. 


HOUSEHOLD RECIPES. 

Apres Jevty—Cras.— Cat Siberian crab 
apples to pieces, but do not pare or remove 
the seeds, as the latter impart a peculiarly 
pleasant finyor to the jelly; put them in a 
kettle, and add suflicient water; cover and 
stew until tender; strain and allow 1lb of 
sugar to every pt. of juice. 

Wasuino Towets.—Towels with hand- 
some, bright bordere, should never be boil~ 
ed, or allowed to lie in very hot water; they 
should not be used till they are so mach 
soiled that they need vigorous rubbing to 
make them clean. It is better economy to 
use more towels than to wear out a few in 
a short time: A gentle rubbing in two suds 
and a conscientious rinsing in warm water 
and then in cold, ought to be all that is re- 
quired. 

Arrie Jevty.-—Wash in cold water any 
quantity of good, sound, juicy cooking 
apples; cut them up in slices with a knife ; 
but them into a pan and cover with water ; 
boil until they are quito solt, stirring to 
prevent burning; should thay become thick 
add a little water; strain them throngh a 
flannel jelly bag; tv every pint of juice 
allow 12 ozs. of sugar; put into the pan 
any quantity in that proportion ; boil until 
it jellies on the plate, or falls off the plate, 
or falls off tho spaddlo like a web. In 
boiling off the jelly it doos not require stir- 
ring ufter the sugar melts, but as some 
apple juice has a tendency to flow over, 
this must be watched. 

A Farwen’s Darry Disu.-—Peol and 
slice thin potatoes and onions (five pota- 
toes to one small onion) ; tuke half a pound 
of sweet salt pork (in thin slices) to one 
pound of beef, mutton or veal; cut the

PUBLIC WATER SUPPLY. 

We are now interested in the establish- 
ment of an efficient public water supply, 
therefore some information on this subject 
gathered by Ald. Jno, Hallam of Toronto, 
during a recent trip to England, may not 
be out of place here. Mr. Hallam remarks 
in a circular letter to the press, a copy of 
which we have received, that former- 
ly in England private companies were the 
chief suppliers of water, where tle supply 
was at all regular and systematic. Nowa- 
days, be says, and wisely so in his opinion, 
Corporations have become the owners and 
controllers of such works, Mr. Hallam 
visited and thoroughly inspected tho water 
supply of Manchester, Preston, Edinburg 
and Doblin, and gives an interesting report 
of the working of each one. Preston has 
an excellent water service for the size of 
the town,porliaps,a service unexcelled for 
quahty and quantity in the world. The 
works are owned by the Corporation. They 
Were ostablish'd it’ S2,remained the property 
ofa private company till 1854,and were then 
purchased by the Corporation. The total 
eost of construction up to May, 1841, had 
been £929,857. The total capacity of the 
reservoirs is 264,857,902 gallons, and the 
total daily consumption about 3,000,000 
gilloas.

The Fall Assizes were held at Napanee on
